The house of representatives ‘yesterday 


106 to 50, passed the Soldiers“ Home bill, 


which provides for the acceptance of the 


home by the state. The bill was before 
the house a few days ago, but was lost, 


seems to be little doubt but that the bill 
will pass the senate. 

Ine bill was immediately transmitted 
to the senate on its passage and will be 
taken up. for consideration by that body 
this morning. The success of the Sol- 
diers’ home bill in the senate It now prac- 
tically assure Senator W. T. Smith. 
of the thirty-fourth, is the author of the 
bill and has since the opening of the 
session been working ardently in its be- 
half. He stated yesterday that he en- 
tertained no doubt but that the measure 
would pass by a big majority. With the 
probable action of the upper house to- 
day, the Soldiers’ home bill will go to 
the governor, 
stronger friend of the fading confederate 
veteran in the state. 

The announgement of the vote was 
greeted with a tremendous burst of ap- 
plause, both from the members of the 
house anu from the large crowd in the 
gallery, that had been drawn there by in- 
terest in the depot bill. The steering 
committee reported during the morning 
that the Soldiers’ Home bill and the 
depot bill be made the special order for 
Le morning session, after the considera- 
tion of the tax bill had been concluded. 
The report speci that the vote on the 
former will be taken in twenty minutes 
after the reading of the bill, and that the 
vote on the depot bill be had at 12:38 
o'clock, 

Wnen the Soldiers’ Home Dill was 
reached the bill was not read, as the 
members of the house were familiar with 
its provisions, and Major Gary, of Rich- 
mond, the author of the bill, occupled the 
twenty minutes with an impassioned and 
eloquent appeal for the passage of the 
bill. In beginning, Major Gary thanked 
the house on behalf of himself and on 
behalf of the con.cderate veterans of the 
state. for their action in reconsidering 
the bill. He explained that the home at 
present is in good condition, and declared 
that it was needed by the confederate 
veterans o. the state. He said that God, 
on Mount Final, had commanded that we 
honor our fathers and our mothers, and 
he stated that they would be honored if 
this home vas given to the veterans. 
„For.“ declared he, there is not a mem- 
ber of this house but who is either a con- 
federate veteran or the son of a confed- 
erate veteran.“ 

Mr. Howell, of Merriwether. wanted 
to know if Georgia did not take better 
care of her veterans than all of the 
southern states combined. “I will an- 
swer that in this manner,” replied Major 
Gary. There are some small counties 
in the state of Georgia that receive ten 
times as much pension money as Chat- 
ham county, the second largest in the 
state. The money has nat been expend- 
ed in the right manner.“ 

He argued t the state could operate 
the home at an expense of only $5,000 each 
year. Major Gary’s speech was a splen- 
did effort, and at times his magnificent 
flights of cratory stirred his hearers to 
enthusiastic rounds of applause. 

When he had concluded the vote was 
taken, with the above stated result. The

SENATE TO INSIST ON FULL 


SALARY OF W. & A. ATTORNEY 


Consideration of the appropriation bill 
by the senate committee was concluded 
last night and the committee will only 
recommend cne chenge in the bill as it 
came from the house. 

The house made a reduction in the sal- 
ary of the special attorney of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad of just one half, 
which brought the amount down from 
$2,000 to $1,000 a year. The senate com- 
mittee made a searching investigation of 
the entire matter and last night the com- 
mittee decided unanimously to recom- 
mend to the senate that the salary be 
restored to $2,000. If the senate carries 
out the recommendation of the commit- 
tee a conference committee will be named 
and the matter adjusted in that way be- 
tween the two branches of the general 
assembly. 

A change was made in the salary of 
the state librarian which cut the amount 
down from $1,800 to $1,500, but last night 
the committee reconsidered and put the 
amount back to $1,800. 

A strong fight was made last night to 
cut the appropriation of the State Nor- 
mal college at Athens, but the effort 
failed. The failure to reduce the appro- 
priation to that institution was largely 
due to the magnificent fight for the in- 
stitution by Senator Holder. Senator 
Holder led the fight made by the friends 
of the institution and the fact that the 
appropriation was not changed by the 
committee is due largely to the way in 
= Senator Holder worked for the col- 
ege. 

The other appropriation for the univer- 
sity proper went through the committee 


ä 


without a fight or remarks of any kind. 


Senator Bush, who had expressed an in- 
tention of fighting this appropriation, 
dia not reach the committee meeting last 
night until after that item in the bill 
had been passed and he did not ask to 
have it gone into again. 

In one or two minor instances the word- 
ing of the act was changed by the com- 
mittee, but in no way were any of the 
amounts appropriated by the house al- 
tered except as stated above. 

The séssion of the senate yesterday 
morning was short and few matters were 
passed upon. The first matter acted upon 
was a motion to reconaider action on a 
house bill passed the day before which 
altered the time that administrators of 
estates must give notice tp be relieved. 

The bill in question changed the time 
from three months to one month and 
many of the senators who voted for it 
stated that after giving the matter more 
thought they were convinced that it was 
not a wise law and wanted it reconsider- 
ed. This was done by a vote of 21 to 7 
and the bill, therefore, fails to become a 
law. 

A bill by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, which 
was passed in the house met its death 
in the senate. The bill is one that pro- 
vides for the care of dependent children. 
The bill provides that the grand juries 
should have the right on a two-thirds 
vote to set apart a portion of the county 
n for children of this kind. The 

ill met with a great deal of opposition 
in the senate and failed to pass by a 
vote of & tos. 


The senate will meet this morning at 
the usual hour, 10 o'clock.

WOMEN SHOULD BE HOME 
By MIDNIGHT, SAYS A JUDGE 


New York, December 12.—Justice An- 


drews, in the supreme court today, hand- 
ed down a decision in which he holds 
that a woman should be at home by 
midnight. The question arose on an ap- 
plication by Florence Abell, a dress- 
maker, to enjoin J. A. Omdrak, her land- 
lord, from closing the front door of the 
house, and not immediately admitting her 
when she rang the bell. Miss Abell says 
she leased two rooms from the defend- 
ant to carry on her dressmaking and 
sleep in at $5 a month. She was to be 
allowed to have her shop open from 7 
a. m. to 10 p. m., but was to be admitted 
afterwards at any reasonable time. She 
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complained that on November 10th and 
13th she was locked out, and on the sec- 
ond occasion had to go to a hotel. umd- 
rak said it was necessary to keep the 
house locked at night, as the tenants 
had a great amount of valuables there. 
Judge Andrews said he could not com- 
pel the defendant to give the plaintiff a 
key to the outer door, as by the terms of 
her lease she was only entitled to access 
at reasonable hours. He granted her a 
preliminary injunction requiring the de- 


fendant to permit her to enter her prem- . 


ises at all reasonable hours and prompt- 
ly open the door for her up to 12 o’clock 
at night.

a tie.

rates. They do not understand how it is that Mayor-elect Mims’s advocacy 
of the proposed amendment, as well as that of a majority of the newly 
elected councilmen, is meeting with such violent opposition from limited 
and directly interested sources, unless it be that it is intended that the 
new administration shall not execute its pledge to the people to give 
the city the benefit of electric lighting competition. 

The Constitution has not a word to say against the owners of a 
monopoly controlling an exclusive field doing everything in their power 
to enable it to maintain a position in which it can continue to levy 
exactions on the consumers of its product; nor do we criticise the at- 
torneys of the company for discharging as best they can the duty of law- 
yer to client. The people of the city of Atlanta, however, are more in- 
terested in this question than the electric lighting monopoly, and it is an 
encouraging sign that the merchazts and consumers have taken sufficient 
interest in their own welfare to take steps toward securing the benefits 
of electric lighting competition. If they had been as active a few months 
ago as they are today the people of this city would probably now be en- 
joying the benefits of a double service, and the company which has been 
in control of the electric lighting fi eld would not have been permitted to

MUST BURY DECAYED FRUIT 


Law Governing Such Matters Is Un- 
usually Strict. 


COUNTY POLICE ARE ALERT 


Prepared To Immediately Arrest 
Anyone Guilty of Not Brrying 
Decaying Vegetables. 


A special effort will be made by the 
county police force to prevent the scat- 
tering of decayed fruit and vegetables 
in Fulton county. There is a law which 
requires that all decayed animal and 
vegetable matter shall be buried. 

Some time ago, it seems, several car- 
loads of decayed cabbages were taken 
out to the river and dumped. Complaint 
was made by the reaidents of the neigh- 
berhood and the parties responsible were 
notified that they would be prosecuted 
for a similar offense. 

A person convicted of this offense may 
be punished as for a misdemeanor, and 
the judge has the authority to order a 
fine of 91,000 and a sentence of twelve 
montha in the county chaingang and eix 
months in jail. 

Chief A. Q. Turner, of the county 
force of inspectors of roads and bridges, 
had occasion recently to warn several 
companies that they must bury all de- 
cayed vegetables they handle and he 
stated yesterday that the first one to 
break the law would be taken in hand 
immediately. 

The following ia the text of the law 
concerning this partidalar matter: 

It shall be the duty of the last owner of any 
stale or decaying vegetable or animal matter 
within this state, Lut situated without the 
corporate limits of the towns and cities of this 
state, to bury euch stale or decaying matter
